Television  debate  OK'd; 
financing  still  unsettled

The  Federal  Election 
Commission '  agreed  Monday  to 
allow  the  League  of  Women  Voters 
to  sponsor  televised  debates 
between  Jimmy  Carter  and 
President  Ford,  but  the  financing  of 
the  sessions  remained  up  in  the  air. 
Carter,  meanwhile,  said  a  tentative 
agreement  for  the  format  had  been 
worked  out. 

The  commission  held  a  series  of 
meetings  to  decide  whether 
sponsorship  of  the  debates  by  the 
league  would  violate  campaign 
financing  laws.  It  finally  the 
sponsorship  idea,  but  ruled  out 
direct  contributions  by 
corporations  and  labor  unions  to 
pay  for  the  debates. 

Most  of  the  active  campaigning 
on  Monday  was  on  the  Democratic 
side.  Carter  was  in  Atlanta  for 
speeches  to  Jewish  leaders  and  a 


group  aimed  at  registering  minority 
voters;  running  mate  Walter  F. 
Mondale  appeared  in  San  Francisco. 

Carter,  interviewed  on  the  NBC 
“Today”  show,  said  tentative  plans 
worked  out  by  his  representatives 
and  Ford’s  called  for  three  debates 
of  75  minutes  each,  with  the  first  ' 
session  to  take  place  in  the  third 
week  of  September. 

Ford  had  no  immediate 
comment  on  Carter’s  statement. 

The  Democratic  presidential 
candidate  said  the  first  debate 
would  be  patterned  after  a  proposal 
by  the  league.  That  presumably 
would  mean  a  debate  of  a  general 
nature,  advocated  by  Carter  and 
suggested  by  the  league,  instead  of 
one  of  a  specific  topic  as  proposed 
by  Ford. 

Ford  and  Carter  representatives 
have  not  definitely  agreed  to  league 
sponsorship  of  the  debates,  but 


have  been  negotiating  through  the 
group. 

The  issue  of  financing  the 
debates  has  been  a  thorny  one.  The 
league  initially  proposed  getting 
corporations  and  labor  unions  to 
underwrite  the  estimated  $150,000 
cost. 

Federal  law,  however,  prohibits 
the  companies  and  unions  from 
spending  money  in  connection 
with  a  federal  election  and  the 
commission  ruled  Monday  that  the 
league  plan  would  violate  this  law. 

The  commission  did  say, 
however,  that  a  separate  political 
fund  set  up  by  a  corporation  or 
union  could  make  unlimited 
contributions  to  the  league’s  voter 
education  fund  to  help  pay  for 
debates. 

And,  at  the  same  time,  a 
California  congressman  proposed  a 
way  of  legalizing  the  league  plan. 


Rep.  John  Burton,  a  Democrat, 
introduced  an  amendment  to  the 
federal  campaign  law  saying  that 
money  solicited  from  corporations 
and  labor  unions  for  the  debates 
“shall  not  be  considered  to  be  a 
contribution  under  the  federal 
election  campaign  statutes.”  The 
provision  would  apply  from  the 
time  the  amendment  was  passed 
until  this  election  day.  , 

The  amendment  does  not 
mention  the  league  by  name,  but 
Burton  aides  said  he  proposed  it  on 
the  league’s  behalf. 

Discussing  his  preference  for 
general  debates  rather  than  sessions 
limited  to  a  specific  topic.  Carter 
said:  “If  President  Ford  can  go  in, 
briefed  on  just  one  narrow  subject 
with  a  whole  sheaf  of  documents 
and  memorized  statements,  I  think 
that  would  remove  a  great  deal  of 
the  debate  aspect.”

The  allegations  by  Horton, 
Willis,  Strange  and  Thompson 
in  their  suit  filed  in  May 
claim  that  the  land  sale  to 
Wilderness  Associates 
“constitutes  a  fraud  upon  the 
State  of  Utah  and  upon  the 
taxpayers  of  Provo  City.” 

The  four  men  have  charged 
that,  among  other  things,  the 
purchase  price  of  $613,400 
for  the  land  was  too  low.  The 
land  was  appraised  under  an 
,  old  zoning  designation. 
However,  since  obtaining 
their  option  from  the  state, 
the  city  fathers  have 
approved  rezoning  of  the  land 
to  a  planned  community 
zone,  which  the  citizens’ 
group  claims  would  up  its 
value  to  cover  $1  million. 

The  suit  also  charges  that 
there  was  no  public  bidding 
or  notice  of  any  kind  on  the 
sale  of  the  land  and  that  the 
$2,000  option  agreement 
between  Provo  and 
Wilderness  Associates  was 
insufficient. 

It  also  says  the  land  was 
purchased  from  the  state  “on 
the  express  representation 
that  the  property  would  be 
put  to  public  use.” 

The  city  has  denied  all  the 
allegations.

The  legislation,  which 
already  has  passed  the  House, 
has  broad  backing  in  the 
Senate  and  has  been 
endorsed  ‘  by  the  Ford 
administration.

Sprawling  over  half  a 
dozen  blocks,  its  bustling, 
traffic-clogged  streets  are 
lined  with  clothing  stores,  toy 
shops  and  delicatessens. 


The  population  is  mostly 
Jewish,  with  a  sprinkling  of 
shopkeepers  of  Lebanese  and 
other  Middle  East  extraction. 

“People  here  still  get  along 
with  each  other,”  he  said, 
“But  we  Jews  are  worried. 

“Arab  League  countries 
with  Moscow  behind  them 
are  trying  to  stir  up  trouble 
on  one  hand.  On  the  other, 
there  are  extreme  right-wing 
elements  with  Nazi  overtones. 


And  if  this  wasn’t  enough, 
within  our  own  people,  there 
exists  a  tiny  segment  of 
Jewish  Communists  who 
follow  the  Moscow  line.” 

There  are  500,000  to 
600,000  Jews  in  Argentina, 
more  than  half  of  them  living 
in  Buenos  Aires.  It  is  the 
largest  Jewish  community  in 
the  Western  Hemisphere, 
after  the  United  States.

In  June,  the  newspaper 
“La  Opinion”  published  a 
letter  from  a  Jewish  physician 
who  said  uniformed  men  had 
broken  into  his  house  and 
painted  on  the  walls,  “Jews 
and  leftists  tremble.  We  will 
return.” 

The  doctor  said  he 
reported  the  incident  to 
police.  He  said  the  men 
returned  later  and  took  away 
his  wife,  who  then 
disappeared.  There  have  been 
no  reports  of  her  return. 

Ultima  Clave,  a  political 
magazine,  recently  claimed 
that  Nazi  indoctrination 
centers  exist  in  Buenos  Aires 
and  the  provinces. 

After  World  War  II 
some  suspected  Nazi  war 
criminals  turned  up  in 
Argentina  and  other  Latin 


American  countries.  Israeli 
agents  kidnaped  Adolph 
Eichmann  in  a  Buenos  Aires 
suburb  in  1960  and  took  him 
to  Israel  where  he  was 
convicted  in  1961  and  hanged 
in  1962  for  his  part  in  the 
massacre  of  milhons  of  Jews 
during  the  war. 

Mass  banned 

Earlier  this  year,  the 
Roman  Catholic  archbishop 
of  Buenos  Aires  banned  a 
Mass  that  was  planned  to 
honor  Adolph  Hitler. 
Identities  of  the  organizers 
were  never  fully  disclosed. 

New  anti-Semitic  violence 
occurred  last  Friday  and 
Saturday  when  bombs 
exploded  outside  a  drugstore 
in  the  old  barrio  and  two 
synagogues  in  Villa  Crespo, 
another  largely  Jewish 
neighborhood  in  the  capital. 
No  injuries  were  reported. 

Police  defused  explosive 
charges  placed  outside  the 
“La  Opinion”  building  Friday 
morning.  The  newspaper’s 
owner  is  Jacobo  Timerman,  a 
Jew.  Police  also  discovered  an 
unexploded  bomb  Aug.  27  in 
a  Je  wish-owned  shopping 
mall  in  Villa  Crespo.

Librarians,  teachers  and  students  may  be 
restricted  in  the  amount  of  photocopying 
they  are  allowed  to  do  this  fall. 

If  section  108  (g)(2)  of  the  Copyright 
Revision  Bill  (S22)  is  passed  by  Congress,  said 
Don  Nelson,  director  of  the  Harold  B.  Lee 
Library,  it  will  eliminate  the  mass  production 
through  photocopying  of  magazine  articles 
and  books. 

Nelson  said  differences  between  the  House 
and  Senate  versions  of  the  bill  were  presently 
being  ironed  out.  He  said  he  believes  these 
differences  were  minor  and  the  bill  would 
soon  be  passed. 

A  student  coming  into  a  library  will  still 
be  able  to  copy  articles  out  of  magazines  and 
books,  but  not  the  whole  magazine  or  book. 
The  bill  sets  up  a  standard  of  “fair  use” 
which  hasn’t  been  completely  defined  yet. 
Nelson  said.  .  ,, 

Nelson  explained  that  the  “fair  use 


standard  allows  the  person  to  photocopy  not 
more  than  half  the  book  or  magazine. 
Anything  beyond  that,  he  said,  would  be 
violating  the  copyright. 

According  to  Nelson,  teachers  will  no 
longer  be  able  to  copy  books  and  articles  for 
their  classes  if  this  bill  is  passed.  It  will  also 
affect  nursing  and  graduate  students  who 
desire  an  interlibrary  loan. 

Until  this  bill  was  introduced  libraries  had 
made  a  practice  of  buying  one  copy  of  a 
journal  and  then  copying  it  off  to  give  to 
other  branches  of  the  library  and  even  other 
libraries. 

This  bill  will  encourage  purchase  of  the 
journals  instead  of  photocopying.  If  passed, 
the  bill  will  require  libraries  to  keep  track  of 
the  copying  sent  to  other  libraries  and  require 
them  to  pay  royalties  to  the  publishers  and 
authors.

I  the  bus? 
a  Y  coed 


The  typical  bus  rider  in 
Provo  is  a  21 -year-old  BYU 
coed  who  boards  the  bus  at 
the  Wilkinson  Center  to  get 
to  the  University  Mall. 

She  walks  less  than  two 
blocks  to  catch  the  bus.  She 
rides  the  bus  because  she  has 
no  other  means  of 
transportation  and  she  wishes 
the  bus  ran  more  frequently 
than  once  per  hour. 

These  are  some  of  the 
findings  of  an  informal  study 
on  public  transportation  in 
the  Provo  area  made  by  a 
BYU  sociology  student. 

Thomas  Henderson  said 
that  he  made  the  study  to 
inform  the  transportation 


decision-makers  and  the 
public  of  the  current  bus 
situation  and  provide 
suggestions  for  changes. 

Specifically,  the  study 
determined  what  types  of 
people  use  the  bus  service  and 
why,  and  obtained 
origin-destination  data.  The 
study  also  asked  what 
improvements  bus  riders 
wanted  in  the  system. 

People  riding  the  bus  were 
asked  eight  questions  and  the 
responses  were  categorized 
and  evaluated. 

The  report  indicated  that 
people  ride  the  bus  because  it 
is  “safe,”  convenient,  “and 
relatively  cheap.”  Another

his  voice  —  and  authorities  aren’t  certain  that  the  call  is 
directed  to  the  woman  he  remembers. 

A1  Kratz  of  Albia,  Iowa,  claims  his  former  wife,  Kay  Kratz, 
is  now  suffering  from  amnesia  in  Milwaukee. 

The  woman  in  question  arrived  in  MOwaukee  May  25.  She 
has  said  she  remembers  being  married  to  an  Air  Force  ir 
having  four  children  and  living  in  Alaska.  She  thinks 
maiden  name  was  Kay  Johnson. 

Kratz  told  a  Billings  newspaper  Sunday  that  he  fiisj^ad  of 
the  story  that  day,  and  tried  to  telephone  the  woitijm. 

He  said  he  was  not  allowed  to  speak  to  the  woman,  but  a 
reporter  at  the  Billings  Gazette  said  a  call  would  be  arranged 
today.  ' 

Kratz  said  the  woman’s  maiden  name  was  Kay  Mason.  He 
said  he  was  married  to  her  from  1 967  to  1971  and  that  she 
had  three  children  by  a  previous  marriage  and  one  6-year-old 
son,  Christopher,  from  her  marriage  to  Kratz. 

Kratz  said  he  read  of  the  situation  Sunday  morning  while 
on  a  stopover  in  Cody,  Wyo.,  on  a  trip  from  California  to 
Iowa. 

He  said  he  was  sitting  in  a  coffee  shop  in  Cody  when  he 
read  the  story  in  the  morning  paper. 

“I  almost  fell  off  my  stool.  I  just  knew  it  was  her.  It’s  just 
too  much  of  a  coincidence,”  he  said. 

Kratz  said  a  Roman  Catholic  priest  in  Cody  advised  him  to 
travel  to  Billings  to  tell  his  story.  The  priest,  the  Rev.  Mel 
Corcoran,  said  Sunday  he  received  the  same  story  from  Kratz 
as  the  newspaper. 

In  the  newspaper  office  Sunday,  Kratz  watches  as  a 
transmitter  developed  the  picture  of  the  amnesia  victim  and 
exclaimed:  “That’s  her.  That’s  my  ex-wife.  Why  hasn’t  even 
changed  her  hairdo.” 

A  reporter  said  an  Anchorage  man,  George  Moerlin,  said  he 
remembered  Kratz  and  his  wife,  and  that  there  was  a  strong 
possibility  that  Kay  Johnson  might  be  Mrs.  Kratz.

Workers  show  pride, 
stamp  names  on  bags 

LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  -  Alice  Pelletier’s  name  is  becoming 
a  household  word.  So  are  the  names  of  other  employees  of  a 
paper  company  whose  products  include  paper  bags. 

In  a  new  plan  to  promote  quality  control,  the  company’s 
350  bag  machine  operators  are  putting  their  own  names  on 
the  bags,  millions  of  which  are  shipped  from  here  every  day 
with  imprints  such  as  “Personally  inspected  by  Alice 
Pelletier.” 

Millions  of  additional  bags  with  other  names  go  out  daily 
from  two  other  plants  of  the  St.  Regis  Paper  Co.  in  San  Jose, 
Calif,  and  Tacoma,  Wash. 

“We  were  receiving  complaints  about  a  small  percentage  of 
bags  failing,”  said  Jack  C.  Reed,  production  manager  for  the 
plant  in  San  Jose. 

The  company  appealed  to  the  pride  of  the  machine 
operators.  Workers  were  shown  customer  complaint  letters. 
And  then  their  names  were  put  on  every  bag. 

“The  result  is  that  defective  bags  dropped  to  less  than 
one-half  of  one  per  cent  from  six  per  cent,”  said  Reed. 
“We’ve  eliminated  all  the  inspectors,  and  when  the  workers 
take  a  break  they  take  their  name  plates  with  them.  They 
want  to  be  responsible  for  their  own  product.”

RICHLAND,  Wash  (AP)  -  Eight 
workmen  were  contaminated  by 
radioactivity  Monday  following  a 
chemical  explosion  at  a  commercial 
facility  on  the  Hanford  Nuclear 
Reservation. 

Six  of  the  men  were  decontaminated 
and  sent  home.  One  worker,  cut  in  the 
face  and  shoulder  by  flying  glass,  and 
another  man  who  helped  him,  received 
higher  radiation  doses  and  “it  will  take 
a  little  time  to  learn  the  extent  of  their 
contamination,”  an  official  said. 

Authorities  said  the  blast  did  not 
involve  a  nuclear  reactor,  and  there  was 
no  serious  radiation  escape  beyond  the 
relatively  isolated  Atlantic  Richfield 
Hanford  Co.  ARHCO  building  where 
the  explosion  occurred. 

ARHCO  Press.  George  Stocking  said 
the  explosion  occurred  in  a  device  called 
a  glove  box,  a  sealed-off  4'  by  8  by 
9-foot  compartment,  through  which 
workers  use  rubber  gloves  to  handle 
radioactive  material  on  the  other  side  of 
a  window. 

“There  was  a  chemical  reaction  which 
caused  the  radioactive  material  to  fly 
out  into  the  room,”  Stocking  said.  “As 
far  as  we  know,  no  radioactivity  was 
released  into  the  atmosphere,  but  some 
material  was  tracked  out  of  the  room 
but  remained  confined  to  the  building.” 

The  injured  man,  whose  identity  was 


being  withheld,  was  treated  at  the 
Hanford  Environmental  Health 
Foundation,  an  industrial  medical 
facility. 

Officials  said  he  and  the  other  man 
would  be  isolated  until 
decontamination.  Radioactivity  is 
removed  by  repeated  washings.  The 
process  may  take  until  Tuesday,  one 
official  said. 

Stocking  said  the  cause  of  the 
explosion  will  not  be  known  for  at  least 
24  hours,  which  is  the  soonest 
investigators  will  be  able  to  enter  the 
contaminated  room. 

ARHCO  is  one  of  four  contractors  on 
the  600-square  mile  nuclear,  reservation, 
located  about  18  miles  from  Richland 
and  the  metropolitan  Tri-Cities  area  in 
southeast  Washington. 

The  ARHCO  complex  is  about  three 
milds  from  Hanford’s  “N”  nuclear 
reactor  operated  by  the  federal 
government  by  another  contractor.  The 
reactor  has  been  shut  down  for 
maintenance  and  is  scheduled  to  go 
back  into  operation  next  month. 

About  1 0  men  were  in  the  area  when 
the  explosion  occurred,  officials  said. 

Said  ARHCO  Vice  President  Hugh 
Warren:  “We  have  shut  down  everything 
to  clean  up  in  this  one  building,  but 
nothing  else  has  been  shut  down  in  our 
operation.” 

The  ARHCO  facility  produces 


americium,  a  radioactive  element 
produced  by  nuclear  fission.  It  is 
recovered  from  the  waste  produced  by 
nuclear  reactors  and  is  used  in 
petroleum  exploration  to  measure 
ground  heat. 

Stocking  said  chemical  reaction 
explosions  have  occurred  before  at  the 
ARHCO  facility,  although  he  did  not 
know  how  many,  and  said  today’s 
incident  was  not  serious. 

‘  ‘This  is  being  blown  all  out  of 
proportion.  You  will  think  that  we  were 
all  gone  down  here,”  he  said.  The 
company  scheduled  an  afternoon  tour 
of  the  facility  for  newsmen. 

In  Olympia,  the  state  capital,  a 
spokesman  for  the  state  Department  of 
Emergency  Services  said  the  agency  had 
not  been  notified  of  the  explosion. 

“Normally  we  aren’t  notified  of 
accidents  contained  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  reservation  except  as 
a  matter  of  routine,”  said  Jim  Hall  of 
the  Disaster  Relief  Division  of  the 
department. 

The  explosion  occurs  as  Washington 
residents  are  talking  about  a  nuclear 
safeguards  initiative,  to  appear  on  the 
Nov.  6  ballot.  The  initiative  would 
require  greater  safety  standards  for 
nuclear  power  plants,  including  testing 
of  safety  systems  and  would  require 
utilities  to  show  a  need  for  the  power 
that  would  be  generated.

The  projects 
encouraged  a  generation  of 
Indian  artists  who  chose 
among  their  native 
art  traditions  and  mainstream 
American  aesthetic  and 
technical  usages. 

Following  her  involvement 
in  the  Project,  Hardin  studied 
anthropology  and  art  history 
at  the  University  of  New 
Mexico  and  began  exhibiting 
with  her  famous  mother, 
Pablita  Velarde.  Success  came 
quickly:  collectors  of 
contemporary  Indian  art 
found  Hardin’s  combination 


of  geometric  abstraction  and 
Indian  motifs'appealing. 

Miss  Hardin  derives 
strengths  from  tradition  - 
her  mother  is  a  notable 
pueblo  painter  who  has 
confined  herself  to  depicting 
ancient  customs  in 
decorative,  native  earth  tones. 

Helen  has  also  assimilated 
twentieth-century  notions  of 
perspective,  space  and  design. 
Between  her  .perception  of 
beauty  and  the  technical 
expertise  she  gained  in  a  high 
school  drafting  class,  she  has 
evolved  an  individual  theory 


of  design  which  she  applies  to 
traditional  subject  matter. 
Her  paintings  are  composed

The  songwriter  is  asking  $1 
for  each  of  2,331,000  copies 
of  Sports  Illustrated,  the  size 
of  the  magazine’s  press  run 
for  the  issue. 

McCurdy  claims  he  wrote 
the  song  before  Knievel’s 
unsuccessful  attempt  to  jump 
the  Snake  River  Canyon  near 
Twin  Falls  on  a  rocket-cycle 
Sept.  8,  1974. 

The  lyric  goes  like  this: 

“Evel  is  his  name, 

“Danger  is  his  game, 

“The  canyon  is  his  aim. 

“I  never  knew  a  man 

“So  determined  to  make  a 
stand, 

“Jumping  ‘from  land  to 
land 

“On  a  motorcycle.

Ford  will  win  election 


VAIL,  Colo.  (AP)  -  Betty  Ford  says 
the  White  House  can  be  a  lonely  place, 
that  she’s  dying  to  be  a  grandmother 
and  that  she  “won’t  be  heartbroken”  if 
President  Ford  loses  the  election. 

But  Mrs.  Ford  says  she’s  sure  her 
husband  will  win  in  what  she  says  will 
be  “a  very  tough  campaign”  against 
Democrat  Jimmy  Carter  and  that  the 
Presideirt’s  pardon  of  Richard  M.  Nixon 
will  be  an  issue. 

“In  a  subtle  way,”  Carter  and  his 
running  mate  Walter  Mondale  “keep 
bringing  up  the  fact  that  they’re  not 
going  to  mention  tlie  Nixon  pardon.  I 
think  it’s  bringing  up  the  pardon,”  Mrs. 
Ford  observed  during  a  weekend 
interview. 

In  two  years  in  the  White  House,  Mrs. 
Ford  has  proved  more  popular  than  her 
husband  in  the  polls,  and  she  thinks  her 
greatest  appeal  to  voters  is  “being 
myself.” 

Admitting  that  she  is  “very  very 
surprised”  at  her  own  popularity,  Mrs. 
Ford  said,  “I  think  our  family  comes 
across  as  a  very  natural,  pure  mid 
American  family  with  no  pretenses.” 

She  indicated  she  may  be  having 
second  thoughts  about  continuing  her 
outspoken  comments,  even  though  Ford 


has  ‘'never  stepped  on  my  toes”  for 
being  frank. 

It  was  just  a  year  ago  that  Mrs.  Ford 
created  a  stir  by  telling  a  television 
interviewer  she  wouldn’t  be  surprised  if 
daughter  Susan  told  her  she  was  having 
an  affair. 

Nineteen-year-old  Susan,  listening  in 
on  her  mother’s  interview  this  weekend 
at  the  Fords’  Vail  vacation  chalet,  gave 
the  latest  report  on  that.  “Nope,”  she 
isn’t  having  an  affair,  she  said. 

Now,  Mrs.  Ford  says  she’s  decided 
that  when  she  gets  tough  questions  like 
the  one  about  Susan’s  love  life,  “there’s 
no  reason  why  I  have  to  answer  a 
question  because  they  push  me  into  it.” 

Reminded  that  she  has  always 
answered  tough  questions,  Mrs.  Ford 
smiled  and  replied,  “Probably  too 
often,” 

Mrs.  Ford  also  said  she’s  for  gun 
registration  and  opposes  blanket 
pardons  for  draft  evaders  because  “they 
walked  out  on  a  situation  and  left  a  lot 
of  other  fellows  to  handle  it.” 

Mrs.  Ford  wants  “lesser  sentences” 
for  marijuana  offenders  “because  I 
don’t  like  to  see  some  youngster  get 
picked  up  on  his  first  try  at  marijuana 
and  have  that  on  his  record.”  She  said 


she’s  been  unable  to  convince  Ford  of 
that,  “but  we’re  working  on  it. 

“It  can  be  very  lonely,”  she  says. 
“You’re  very  busy  and  you’re  cut  off 
from  all  your  friends.  You  don’t  have 
time  to  spend  seeing  them  or  talking  to 
them  on  the  phone  -  and  you  miss 
that.” 

The  only  reading  she’s  had  time  for 
receritly  are  books  on  religion  by  Edith 
Shafer.  Asked  if  she  was  looking  for 
spirtual  uplift,  Mrs.  Ford  replied,  “I 
don’t  need  it,  I  have  it.” 

Among  some  other  lighthearted 
laments  from  the  President’s  wife:  “I’ve: 
never  seen  an  X-rated  movie.  I’m  dying 
to.”  But,  she  said,  “from  what  I’ve 
heard  of  them,  the  build-up  is  more 
than  they’re  really  worth.” 

She’s  also  “dying  to  be  a 
grandmother,”  but  her  married  son, 
Michael,  and  his  wife,  Gayle,  are  more 
interested  in  pursuing  careers  at  the 
moment,  he  is  in  the  ministry,  she  in 
sociology. 

As  to  why  she  wouldn’t  be 
heartbroken  if  Ford  were  to  lose,  Mrs. 
Ford  said,  “Then,  he’ll  go  back  to  law 
practice  and  I’ll  win  either  way.  I’ll  win 
him  back  and  we’ll  be  able  to  do  more 
things  together.

Carter  jeers  'flip-flop' 


WEST  YELLOWSTONE, 
Mont.  (AP)  ~  Tourists,  local 
residents  and  a  few  politicians 
jammed  the  West 
Yellowstone  airport  1,000 
strong  Sunday  for  a  glimpse 
of  President  Ford. 

A  lucky  few  of  the  amiable, 
sun-warmed  throng  were  able 
to  exchange  a  few  words  with 
the  President. 

The  scene  was  repeated  3V4 
hours  later  when  the 
President  returned  to  the 
ai,  port  to  resume  his  flight  to 
Washington,  D.C.  I 

Tourists  at  Old  Faithful 
took  advantage  of  the  visit  to 
photograph  the  President 
with  the  erupting  geyser  in 
the  background. 

Under  the  watchful  eyes  of 
his  Secret  Service  escorts. 
Ford  moved  into  the  crowd 
to  shake  hands. 

Also  on  hand  as  Ford 
announced  his  $1.5  billion 
legislative  proposal  to  expand 
and  improve  the  nation’s 
parks,  wildlife  and  recreation 
areas  were  dignitaries  from 
surrounding  communities  and 
from  three  states.  They 
included  Montana’s 
Democratic  Gov.  Thomas  L. 
Judge,  Sen.  Clifford  P. 
Hansen,  R-Wyo.,  and  Rep. 
George  V.  Hansen,  R-Idaho. 


Democrat  Jimmy  Carter  charges  that 
President  Ford  has  made  a  “calculated 
election-year  flip-flop”  in  proposing  to  spend 
$1.5  billion  to  double  the  size  of  the  nation’s 
parks,  recreation  areas  and  wildlife  refuges. 

Ford,  responding  to  Carter’s  jibe,  told 
reporters  later  Sunday,  “He’s  the  biggest 
flip-flopper  I  know  of.” 

The  exchange  was  one  of  the  few  political 
sparks  to  fly  over  the  weekend  as  the 
candidates  prepared  to  move  their  campaigns 
into  high  gear  after,  the  Labor  Day  holiday, 
the  race’s  traditional  start. 

Both  Ford  and  his  running  mate.  Sen.  Bob 
Dole,  were  back  in  Washington  today.  Carter 
was  going  to  Atlanta  to  meet  with  advisers 
and  make  some  speeches.  Sen.  Walter  F. 
Mondale,  his  running  mate,  was  in  California 
in  the  middle  of  a  nine-day,  7,500-mile 
campaign  swing. 


But  the  organization  claimed  that  it  was 
“the  height  of  hypocrisy”  for  Ford  to 
propose  a  major  parks  program  as  the  94th 
Congress  nears  adjournment  “without 
addressing  the  politically  important  natural 
resources  bill  which  Congress  is  considering. 

Ford  said  he  would  submit  his  parks  plan 
on  Tuesday  to  Congress,  which  plans  to 
adjourn  in  early  October.  Congressional 
leaders  already  have  said  they  lack  the  time 
to  deal  with  several  major  pending  pieces  of 
legislation  before  the  session  ends. 


Carter  reacts 


Ford  said  last  week  the  recreation  would  be 
one  of  seven  key  issues  he  will  campaign  on. 
The  others  were  housing,  jobs,  health  care, 
crime,  education  and  peace. 

Carter’s  caustic  response  to  the  recreation 
proposal  was  foreshadowed  by  Mondale,  who 
said  on  Saturday  that  the  seven  issues  were 
areas  in  which  Republican  administrations 
.have  failed. 


The  belated  campaign  promise  of 
additional  funds  comes  in  the  face  of  two 
years  of  administration  opposition  to  both 
increased-  matching  funds  for  state  and  local 
park  programs  and  desperately  needed 
operational  funds  for  the  Park  Service,”  The 
Democratic  presidential  candidate  said.  “It 
can  only  be  seen  as  an  attempt  to  cover  up 
eight  years  of  Republican  mismanagement  of 
our  nation’s  park  system,”  Carter  said. 

In  Washington,  an  environmental  group 
called  the  Environmental  Policy  Center  said  it 
was  “delighted  to  see  President  Ford  finally 
taking  an  interest  in  the  nation’s 
environmental  problems.” 


Ford’s  new  campaign  manager,  James  A. 
Baker  III,  told  reporters  in  Vail  over  the 
weekend  that  the  President  chaUenged  Carter 
to  a  series  of  debates  to  overcome  Carter’s 
early  lead  in  the  polls  and  to  pin  Carter  down 
on  the  issues. 

Baker  said  the  President’s  campaign  will  be 
aggressive,  but  not  dirty.  One  theme  may  be 
former  Texas  Gov.  John  B.  Connally’s 
contention  that  many  people  fear  how  Carter 
would  handle  foreign  and  domestic  policies. 
Ford  agrees  and  has  already  said  so  Baker 
noted.
